I find it curious 
that Hicks would spend so 
much time and energy on 
something we have been doing 
all along." 

Hicks does not feel that this 
action is a slight on SAC's posi- 
tion as a committee. 

"SAC is a viable part of 
Students' Society and must con- 
tinue. However, SAC is not a 
cohesive unit and in fact does 
not really exist at the moment. 
Until a chairman of the commit- 
tee is found, it does not exist as 
a body." 

"Normally I would have 
referred to committee but it 
wasn't possible this time. SAC 
is like the Food and Beverage 
Committee, they're sometimes 
referred to. I needed the exper- 
tise so I struck the Advisory 
Group (the group responsible 
for the theses)." 



ASUS has money 

to burn

Last week, most of the people running a wealthy, little-known McGill stu- 
dent organisation, gave themselves a reward for running it last year. 

The organisation, the Arts and Science Undergraduate Society (ASUS), col- 
lects $10 from each of the 6000 students in Arts and Science. On Wednesday 
January 1 1th, the Executive Council of the ASUS divided $4,580 of its 1982-83 
surplus among the seventeen members of last year's council. Last year's 
surplus was $8,390. 



Six of the eleven voting 
members at the meeting sat on) 
last year's council. 

"The whole decision was a 
classic conflict of interest," ac- 
cording to Rob French, the Arts 
representative to Council, who 
voted against the decision. 

President Katy Armstrong 
said that last year's council per- 
formed well and therefore 
deserved money, "we decided 
that..., in light of the work that 
they've done, that they deserve 
it." 

Armstrong stressed that the 
honoraria were awarded as a 
thank you. "They (honoraria) 
have to be a token amount. We 
feel that this year's council can- 
not reward itself." 

Armstrong sat on last year's 
council. 

The motion did not include 
honoraria for this year's council 
or future councils. Vice- 
President Finance, Peter Hoff- 
man explained, "it's not 
guaranteed that we will have it 
(a surplus) in the future or you 
sometimes may have a non- 
meritorious group." 

French disagreed: "It's not 
the principle of honoraria I ob- 
ject to, because I do feel that in 
our positions we put in a lot of 
time and effort. But awarding 
them retroactively with such a 
conflict of interest is totally 
unethical." 

"Honoraria should only be 
seen as compensation for work 
and time put in. Its role is not as 
a reward. Rewards involve 
value judgments," he said. 

Last year's president will 
receive $750. V.P. Finance pick- 
ed up a cheque for. $650, $500 
to V.P. Arts and to V.P. 
Science, $350 to secretary, and 
$200 to the twelve council 
members. 

V.P Arts, Susan Himel, who 
abstained from the vote, said, 
"It would have been better to 
outline a program of honoraria 
for next year's council before 
elections. The ASUS council, as 
well as students, would be 
aware of the demands of their 
positions and their accountabili- 
ty to the students." 

The executives of other large 
faculty students associations in- 



cluding the Management 
Undergraduate Society, Law 
Students' Association, and the 
Engineering Undergraduate 
Society, do not receive 
honoraria. 

Rob Martineau, President of 
the Management 
Undergraduate Society, said, 
"they are trying to turn 
themselves into a personal- 
profitable venture... It' s setting 
a dangerous precedent." 

Despite the Executive's view 
of the financial abundance of 
the ASUS not ail groups funded 
by the ASUS are satisfied with 
their budget allocations. 



Marc Côté, organizer of a 
speaker series for the Depart- 
ment of English Students' 
Association (DESA), claims his 
organisation is underfunded by 
the ASUS. 

"I was pretty surprised that 
while there were such wor- 
thwhile projects that they voted 
themselves an increase," he 
said. 

DESA is responsible for br- 
inging in emminent speakers on 
Canadian literature and poetry. 
Côté received $200 for the pro- 
gram from the ASUS after ask- 
ing for $800 .

Prof and class walk out on exam 




SCARBOROUGH (CUP) — A 

:lass of students at the Universi- 
y of Toronto's Scarborough 
lollege has provoked a bitter 
lebate on campus by boycotting 
heir Christmas exam. 
"It was the nature of the 
:ourse which prompted our ac- 
tons," a student spokesperson 
aid. 

"The material covered in the 
•ourse concentrated on the op- 
iression and powerlessness of 
Jhe students within the 
jlassroom, the power of the ad- 
ministration over the student, 
fend the unchallenged authority 
M the school system," the stu- 
dent added. 

So in order to practice what 
[hey learned in class, about 37 
ludents simply refused to write 



their exam. 

And in a further twist, their 
professor agreed with them. 

The professor, John Lee, said 
the exam boycott was the 
greatest compliment his 
students could pay him. 

"They shouldn't be punished 
for what they've done," Lee 
said, "but be given an award of 
merit. 

"What is at issue here is 
democracy in the classroom. 
They (the students) have 
democratic rights in society but 
not in the college," he said. 

However, the Scarborough 
College committee looking into 
the affair disagreed. The com- 
mittee voted to uphold a U of T 
regulation which insists students 
who fail to write an exam 



without just cause, be assigned 
a mark of zero. 

Scarborough College Dean 
Mike Krashinsky insisted stu- 
dent rights are limited. 

"The classroom is not a 
democracy, it is a division of 
labour. The student makes his 
(or her) democratic decision 
when he (or she) chooses a 
course. When I go to the sym- 
phony, I don't vote on who is 
going to play the violin," 
Krashinsky told the committee. 

The matter may now be refer- 
red to another committee, 
where the students may appeal 
the decision. 

One student said if the class is 
not allowed to rewrite the exam, 
the majority will fail the entire 
course.

Bruce Stevenson, Director of Marketing, did admit that 
"taste is a difficult thing to adjudicate always. The ad in 
question was in the bounds of taste, I think, for the Gazette." 

The Gazette has stricter guidelines for insertion of advertis- 
ing material than the Québec Censor Board, said National 
Advertising Manager Grant Crosby. He said the department 
was considering tightening its restrictions. "I try to draw the 
line between pornography and erotica," he said. 

Neither did the ad "offend my taste," said Ombudsman 
Clair Balfour. He received ten phone calls yesterday after- 
noon, complaining about the ad. Balfour pointed out that the 
February issue did cover several salient articles including one 
on media bias on covering the war in Lebanon.

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McGill: Speak white, 
see white, teach white 

"Paki, Paki," screamed the three youths as I walked to school. Day after day 
it continued. It wasn't nice, but then people aren't known for nicencss. 

When I told my parents, for the first time I saw the emotional results of race 
hatred. To a 10 year old, the reason for this overt racism was not apparent. 

As time passed, it became clearer. We (immigrants especially of Asian origin) 
had taken Canadian jobs, refused to mix and were just too different. Arguing 
these ideas seems without purpose; those who will listen have already heard. 

In recent years people have tried to say that racism in Canada has been 
eliminated. Perhaps rampant attacks such as that in Southall in England do not 
occur but racism is far from dead. Fellow students at high school would stand 
talking of "that Paki across the street." Seeing me, they would stop, embarassed, 
and begin prolific apologies. What good were "sorries?" The moment I disap- 
peared, obviously the slurs would continue. 

One would tend to think that McGill, an institution with an international 
reputation, would attempt to rid itself of racism at all levels. What a fantasy! 

Racism here is latent, nurtured, and very much in existence. 

Among students in residence there was the constant reiteration of a commment 
they thought was funny. "Look there's the S.P." "What's that?" (naive ques- 
tion) "Smelly Pakistani." Some jokel 

More painful can be the experience of simply attending class. Professors, with 
a quick glance about the room, talk of "we whites in Canada" or "the white 
world — the European world." What about those of us who don't have the cor- 
rect pigmentation? 

Perhaps we are partially to blame. No one has yet to stand up and scream 
"What about us?" We sit in silence, allowing the misconception of the purely 
homogeneous white classroom to continue. Well, next time professors and the 
class will hear. Silence cannot help to stamp out the racism that is again and again 
becoming a terrifying reality in Canada. 

In a policy statement from Multiculturalism Minister Jim Fleming's Commit- 
tee on Racism, it was found that at least 20 per cent of Canadians had racist 
tendencies. 

As economic pressures mount, racism is an outlet, a catharsis for frustration 
and desperation. The fact that most of us have lived in Canada for years is irrele- 
vent. Colour speaks louder, and is more obvious, than citizenship.

House notes 



If you regularly read the Montréal 
dailies, you'll notice that all of them are 
getting skinnier. Most newspapers are 
dependent upon advertising revenue. 
The more advertisements sold, the more 
pages a newspaper can afford to print. 
Money raised from circulation and 
newsstand sales is not nearly as impor- 
tant. 

Advertising sales sink during a reces- 
sion as the industry is extremely sensitive 
to prosperity, or a downturn. Retailers 
find that fewer people are buying their 
products. They, in turn, have less incen- 
tive and less money to buy ads. 

To further tighten budgets, the labour 
and paper costs involved in printing rise 
every year. And, as everyone might 
guess, the situation is worse in Québec. 
The situation has been extremely gloomy 
for student papers, including The 
McGill Dally. 

Another quirk publishing: Since the 
cost per page of gets lower the larger the 
issue making it possible to print fewer 
ads, issues with fewer pages are more 
laden with advertising. 

Ironically, the Daily complains about 
poor ad sales, yet this issue is so jam- 
packed with ads, there are Classifieds on 
page 3. A bit of a humiliation. If there 
were more advertising, however, larger 
issues with fewer ads would be affor- 
dable. 

This year, the Daily has restructured 
its advertising office. Two people in 
Union B- 17 are selling ads on a full-time 
basis; in previous years there was only 
one advertising salesperson. What this 
should mean is a marked increase in 
advertising revenue, but advertising 
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revenue hovers at the same level as last 
year: the ads simply aren't there. The 
approximately $30,000 in retail (local 
restaurants and shops) advertising 
revenue the Daily advertising office 
earned last semester will not go as far ai 
the proportionate sum earned in the fall 
of 1982. 

On a broader scale, Campus Plus, the 
co-operative agency that sells national 
advertising for student papers acroa 
Canada, has found it difficult to "sell 
the student market." Campus Plus is 
operated through Canadian Univershj 
Press (CUP), a network of 50-odd 
university and college papers. 

Although Campus Plus has actuaHj 
sold more lines of ads (52 per cent more, 
outside Québec, is this year's figure), 
profits have hardly soared. To make the 
national student market more alluring, 
the co-op offered large discounts to 
advertisers and the profit margin declin- 
ed- • ' 

Campus Plus did not have the fundi 
needed to retire its debt with the bant 
although it was feeling pressure to main- 
tain a good image with its creditor. 

At the 46th national CUP conference 
last December, member newspaper) 
voted to re-invest in the company, to get 
rid of the co-op's debt. Campus PW 
will withold a share of each newspapen 
national advertising earnings to aid tK 
co-op in the short-term. The Daily' 
share amounts to just under $500. 

When traditional sources of revenue 
dry up, everybody is left scrambling f« 
more. The Daily is no exception.

"Willie J. Lambert, M.D." 
reads the shingle that has been 
hanging outside his dental of- 
fice for the last 16 years. For his 
patients, though, and all who 
lave come to know him, it's 
just plain "Willie". 

Willie's name however, is not 
to be included among the 
membership list of society's 
"everyday people." Lambert, 
one of Montreal's most promi- 
nent dentists, has firmly 
established the fact that he is in- 
deed extraordinary. 

Willie moves across the syn- 
thetic surface of Molson 
Stadium, eyes squinted against 
the morning sun's glare. He 
looks somehow out of character 
in his •'astro-grabbers" football 
cleats designed for the modern 
synthetic playing fields. 

When WiUic played, there 
was nothing artificial about the 
game. Adrenalin was self- 
produced and "getting up" for 
the game did not suggest thé 
need of the R.C.M.P. 
j Willie is smiling today. Pat- 
ttng his meager paunch he pro- 
claims, "lost 35 pounds in six 
weeks! It's all a matter of nutri- 
uon." He is displaying a pro- 
motional badge endorsing the 
Herbalite Food Company, the 
rage of California. Lambert's 
,new company affiliation has 
pd the endorsement of this 
.country's biggest names in 
sports and today his appoint- 
ment calendar is filled. "I'll be 
f°"ig until midnight!" laughs 
Lambert.

the gridiron that have become 
legendary. 

Lambert paid the toll of an il- 
lustrious six-year career with the 
Red and White with his body. 
While quickly gaining a reputa- 
tion of durability, Lambert 
bears the scars of his kamikaze 
style of play. Scars run into the 
furrows of his. brow fronv 
brushes with errant boots and 
flying fists. 

If his appearance is to be 
classified as "grizzled," he will 
not argue. Instead, he smiles 
and says, "I've had some in- 
juries, but nothing serious." In 
football parlance, what is meant 
is the he was always able to run 
with the football for, despite in- 
jury to head and face, his legs 
were unscathed to do their 
work. Willie's passes off the 
broken nose, two broken 
cheekbones, lacerations and 
even the fractured skull with a 
wave. "I was always healthy." 

Willie sliced through defenses- 
like a laser beam through butter 
with his speedy steps and in- 
credible broken-field 
manoeuvrebility. A power- 
packed halfback, he ran the 
middle and skirted the ends with 
equal relish and effectiveness. 
"I preferred to run around 
end," jokes 'The Legend', 
"that's where all the cameras 
were." < 

Lambert carried himself with 
pride whenever he strode upon a 
gridiron. If his steps sometimes 
took on an east /west deception 
for the ultimate northern direc- 
tion, he always knew where he 
was headed. Even while walking 
off the field, he carried himself 
with the direction of one who 
knew exactly where he was go- 
ing. 

Now he stands, a lone figure 
in the cavernous confines of his 
old "theatre" where he staged 
many of McGill's finest 
moments. The seats arc not fill- 
ed with exhuberant faces, nor 
the morning air with throated 



cries. But Willie fills in the 
blanks, "I loved it here." One 
short sentence to cover a six- 
year career. However, his scan- 
ning reflection upon the 
premises speaks volumes. 

Two decades ago, Willie 
Lambert would tuck a ball 
under his arm, gather his legs 
beneath him, and lift roaring 
throngs to their feet. He 
brought Rcdmen football into 
public view and indeed, along 
with star quarterback Tom 
Skypeck, Willie became a 
household name. Playing 
Rcdmen football signified elite 
status and the people did not 
stay away in droves as they do 
today. 

Saturday afternoons in the 
fall of the Championship years 
of the early sixties brought 
capacity crowds to the base of 
Mount Royal and they rarely 
went home disappointed. Willie 
and the boys saw to that with a 
'hell-bent for leather style that 
characterized the life style of the 
times. 

There were games when 
Lambert rarely left the field. In 
addition to his offensive ex- 
ploits, coaches were quick to 
capitalize on his defensive 
abilities. Lambert won all-star 
honors both in offense and in 
defense. As a kick returner, 
Lambert had no equal. Slashing 
his way through tacklers, defy- 
ing the logic of his size (5'9", 
1S5 lbs.), he continually set up 
the Red and White in good field 
position. 



stadium, maintenance men 
from a bygone era stream for- 
ward calling his name in excite- 
ment. His hand is shaken with 
fondness, as those who 
remember advance to greet an 
old friend. The Legend, 
remembers them well, calling 
each by name. 

Lambert has a genuine fond- 
ness for his school and the peo- 
ple in it. Willie talked of the 
help given him by the Martlett 
Foundation. "They paid for all 
my McGill dues: Books, tuition, 
everything. I'll forever be in- 
debted to the Martlett Founda- 
tion for what they did for me." 
He lived in the field house for 
five bucks a month. "It was 
great," Willie remembers. 

Lambert didn't always call 
Westmount his home. He comes 
from farm country in Ontario 
and money did not grow in 
yonder fields. 

Willie spoke of the time he 
returned home and told his 
father he wanted to kick the 
next season in order to win the 
scoring title. 'Easy Points' 
reasoned with The Fleet one. 
Lambert Sr. went out to the 
fields and erected goal posts and 
Willie practiced all summer to 
try and earn the position. 

"I had two children at that 
time," he recalls. "My three 
year old daughter would hold 
for me." With that kind of sup- 
port, how could he miss? Not 
only did he win the kicking post 
with the Redmen but he cap- 
tured the scoring title as well.. 



to get his practice started and at 
age 27, he heard the clock tick- 
ing. 

"I went in to sec Ted 
Workman," recalls Lambert, 
"and asked him for more 
money. It just wasn't worth 
avoiding my practice for the 
salary." Workman balked; 
Lambert didn't pull his pun- 
ches. "Pay me or I walk now." 
Workman stood fast so Willie 
walked and never looked back. 

Asked to do so now with the 
question "were you bitter?", 
Willie stopped me cold with that 
icy stare that would freeze 
defensive backs. "Bitter?" he 
questioned. "Naw, I loved 
every minute of my football 
career." That's the way it has 
always been with Lambert. 
When it was time to walk away, 
he did so knowing he was able 
to step nimbly into something 
else. 

Lambert has worn many hats 
in his multi-faceted lifestyle. He 
has interest in two race horses 
locally and has major real estate 
holdings on the Gulf side of 
Florida with 22 condominiums.- 
He owns acreage in Ontario, is 
involved in a rust remover com- 
pany, also Herbalite Foods, as 
well as a restaurant. He has 
maintained his practice for a 
decade and a half and at the age 
of 46, has the energy of a man 
half his age. It has always been 
that special spirit that has car- 
ried him to the pinnacle of ex- 
istence. 

'Says Head Coach Charlie 




Lambert .downplays his 
defensive play. "I was never a 
great hitter," he says. "I always 
liked to put the onus on the 
other player to try and stop me. 
That's when the adrenalin really 
flowed. My son is the hitter of 
the family. He can really 
stick'em." 

Willie's name is enshrined at 
McGill for all that he was — not 
just because he was Mr. 
Everything on the football field. 
As we walk beneath the

with Willie, a progression of 
knowing strides carrying him to 
new challenges, to new ac- 
complishments. 

He made the transition from 
the collegiate ranks to the pros 
with an ease reserved for the- 
very few. Collegiate football's 
best became a Canadian Foot- 
ball League stand-out. He led 
the Alouettes in receptions in 
his rookie season. The follow- 
ing season, Willie was anxious
